Albany 
receives 
$30,862 


ALBANY — Albany has 
received a total of $30,862 as 
the January apportionment 
of state collected money, 
according to Kenneth Cory, 
State Controller. 

The biggest chunk, 
$17,160, came from the “‘in- 
lieu”’ motor vehicle license 
fees, as collected by the 
state on new car and re- 
newal license fees. In addi 
tion, another $125 was paid 
to the city for off-highway 
usage fees. 

Highway users tax — the 
commonly known ‘‘gas tax”’ 
— yielded $10,637, while the 
cigarette tax returned 
$2,940 to Albany. 

Alameda County received 
$1,602,182 from the State for 
its share of the above three 
faxes, 


The January gasoline tax 
was down, statewide over 
January, 1978 by some six 
and a quarter million dol 
lars. On the other hand, the 
diesel fuel receipts were 
$1,181,661 more in January 
1979 than the corresponding 
time last year, Cory said. 
The total gasoline tax 
statewide amounted to 
$55,985,416; diesel, 
$5,935,196 and thé miscél- 
laneous statewide collection 
was $2,577. The total tax av- 
ailablefor apportionment in 
January was less than De 
cember of 1978 in all 
categories. Alameda 
County received $5% 210 as 
its share of the tax monies. 


The $2940 from the 
cigarette tax represents a 30 
percent part of the tax col- 
lected-by the state from to 
bacco users. The costs of 
collection and administra- 
tion of the Cigarette Tax 
Fund during December, 
1978 was set at $30,522 by 
Cory. Alameda County was 
paid $35,082 from this tax 
fund, Cory said. 


Motor vehicle license 
“in-lieu”’ taxes paid Albany 
$17,160 while Alameda 
county received $965,835. 
The state excise tax of $2 per 
$100 of market value takes 
the place of local property 
tax on motor vehicles, Ex- 
cept for that portion with- 
held tocover administration 
cost, the money collected is 
returned to local govern- 
ments for general purposes. 
The $125 paid to Albany for 
the “‘off highway’’ share of 
collected fees is from the $4 
fee charged for issuance or 
renewal of off-highway veh- 
icles.

Alameda County received 
$362,500, according to Ben- 
nett, and an additional 
$775,000 for transportation. 
The three BART counties 
received almost $2.5 mill- 
ion, and the Santa Clara 
County Transit District got 
back $1.7 million from the 
additional '% percent sales 
tax paid in their respective 
counties. 


The State Board of 
Equalization administers 
the 6 percent sales and use 
tax (6 and % in Alameda 
County), 4 and %4 percent of 
which goes to the state and 1 
and ¥% percent to the cities 
and counties.

Security income 
with a part-time job at the 
city’s senior center, Mrs, 
Girard told the council that 
her rent was hiked when her 
Kains Avenue apartment 
was sold to new owners. 

That Mrs. Girard was not 
alone in her strife was un- 
derscored when City Ad- 
ministrator William Haden 
reported that 26 percent of 
the city’s 17,000 residents 
are over 62 years old and 
11.8 percent of them are re- 
nters. 

Rents are being driven up 
by a demand that meets or 
exceeds the housing supply, 
Haden said, with only a one 
percent vacancy rate in the 


city. 

“T think we'll find out it’s a 
serious problem just as we 
expected,’’ said Council- 
woman Joyce Jackson. 

The council considered 
and rejected establishing 
rent control in the city last 
October, opting instead to 
ask landlords to not raise 
rents 

Mayor Lewis Howell, for 
one, made it clear that if the 
situation proved to be as 
serious as thought, the city 
might be persuaded to ap- 
proach the state legislators 
for legislation providing re- 
ntal assistance 

The city is presently seek- 
ing federal funds to assist 
low- and moderate-income 
senior citizens, but this 
would affect only seven 
households at most, Haden 
said 

The city is also promoting 
a private senior housing 
project with 30 units, but 
they would be rented at 
market prices, Haden ad 
ded. 

The council also voted to 
reorganize the committee 
on aging and to set goals for 
the cOmmittee, which was 
started in 1976 with no for- 
mal guidelines. Under the 
new structure, each council 
member will appoint one 
member, the Senior Citizens 
Club, three members; and 
the city parks and recrea- 
tion commission, one

ALBANY — Nearly half of the 1978 high school 
graduates in northern Alameda County registered for Fall 
terms at one of the Peralta Colleges --. Laney, Merritt, 
College of Alameda or Vista College. _ 

Charles Duffy, Laney College Assistant Dean, pre- 
sented those and related population and enrollment fi- 
gures to the Peralta Community College District Board of 


Trustees earlier this month, 


The Duffy demographic 
study was prepared, 
Chancellor Max Tadlock 
said, because of concern 
that there was insufficient 
data available for effective 
planning for Peralta. 

In Alameda County, 
Peraltaincludes the cities of 
at Alameda, 
Berkeley, Emeryville, 
Oakland and Piedmont. 
Plumas County, site of 
Feather River College, also 
is part of the community 
college district but was not 
included in the study. 

In 1978, 4,438 students 
aduated from the public 
igh schools in the district’s 
six Alameda County cities. 
Of these, more than 2,000, or 
48 percent, registered in the 
local Peralta colleges last 


’ fall. The state average is 49 


percent. The total number 
of graduates from the seven 
Catholic high schools in the 
area was 749. 158 of these, or 
21 percent, registered at 
Peralta. 

The total decline in the 
number of both public and 
Catholic high school 
graduates since 1973 is 301 
students. Of the 12 public 
schools, 8 showed some 
decline in the number of 
graduates during that 

eriod, and only Albany, 

mery, Encinal in 
Alameda, and Piedmont, 
showed slight increases. 

As each year goes by, 
Peralta will have a smaller 
community of youth from 
which to draw students, 
according to Duffy’s 
figures. For example, 
Oakland’s special census of 
1977 indicates a population 
of 4,950 15-year-olds, but 
only 4,389 in the 10-year-old 
group. 

The Laney College 
student population now 
Gord in the 24-26 year-old 

racket, and Vista College 
shows a similar trend, but 
the College of Alameda and 
Merritt and more attractive 
to recent high school 
graduates. The population 
picture in Oakland is 
similar to that of Laney. 

By census tract, the 1977 
Oakland study indicates 
that there are 30,173 white 
residents between the ages 
of 20 and 29, and 36,936 
minorities in the age group. 
The total population of all 
races has declined by 8 

ercent since 1970, and 

fy said losses seemed to 
represent those persons who 
have the resources to move. 

Enrollment for each of the 
colleges showed some 
concentration of students 
who lived in its immediate 
vicinity, but otherwise, a 
‘“‘remarkably even 
distribution throughout the 
district,’’ Duffy said. 
“There is no such thing as a 
neighborhood college.” 


Enrollment in Peralta 
colleges has followed the 
tide of population change, 
he said. ‘The forces at work 
are not our forces ... we 
hare here to serve and we 
are serving’.”” 

In 1973 the enrollment in 
all Peralta colleges was 
27,364. In 1978 it was 30,484. 
_ The total, number. of full 
time students has declined 
during that: period, resulting 
in an ADA (Average Dail 
Attendance formula whic’ 
is the basis for much of 
college funding) drop from 
19,804 to an estimated 
18,500, 

Other items emerging 
from the January meeting 
included a report from the 
Board Stancling Committee 
on Curriculum and 
Instruction. Fellow trustees 
accepted the recom- 
mendations; presented by 
Committee (Chairman Con- 
stance Ormond, which fo- 
cused on the need for plans 
for morefleycible enrollment 
opportunities, improved re- 
gistration and scheduling 
procedures, and evaluation 
and upgrading the de- 
velopmental education (i.e. 
basic skills) program and 
seeking adclitional funding 
methods for’ it. All are inex- 
tricably connected to each 
other, and ultimately to the 
heart of the college. 

Trustees <ilso praised the 
work of Laney Instructor 
Marlene 
co-director of the San 
Francisco Bay Region 
(eighteen colleges) of the 
English Council of 
California Two-Year 
Colleges. F'ormed in 1972, 
the organization is the only 
one.in the state concerried 
wholly with the teaching of 
English iin two-year 
colleges, anci semi-annually 
meets with the councils of 
the California State 
University iand Colleges, 
and the Uiiversity of 
California.

cent months. Often the 
wording appears to distor! 
and bias, rather than give < 
straightforward account: 
ing. 

An obvious and recent 
example appeared in the 
Jan. 24 column by Cary in 
which the ‘‘Pat Griffin cult” 
was mentioned. Given the 
tragic incidents involving 
the Peoples’ Temple deaths, 
the word “cult” has taken 
on sinister overtones in re- 
cent months. A review of the 
dictionary definition would 
indicate that the word 
“cult” was improperly used 
in commenting on a matter 
before the City Council. 
Writers must give readers 
credit to understand inci- 
dents. based on fact, not 
slanted interpretation. 

It seems that a news- 
paper’s responsibility 
should be to report informa- 
tion completely -and .accu- 
rately. A newsperson should 
remain as unbiased and im- 
partial as possible. This is 
especially important in a 
community such as Albany, 
where the Albany Times is 
the sole source of written 
communication for many 
persons. This is especially 
important for senior citi- 
zens, who are dependent on 
the honesty and integrity of 
the community newspaper. 

I hope The Albany Times 
will avoid confusing com- 
mentary, which is a princi- 
pal cause of misunderstand- 
Ing, and will be sensitive to 
the responsibility it has in 
reporting on this commun- 
ity.

Friday morn- 
ing drive to the colonial city 
of Antigua. Visit the weav- 
ing factories that make the 
fine local cloth, the Plaza 
Real, Palace of the Cap- 
tain’s Generals and the 
Church and Convent of the 
Capuchine Order. The local 
hotel is lovely, built around 
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interior lawns, swimming 
| — serves a marvelous 
uffet. The Guatemalan 
food is milder than the Mex- 
ican. The avacado grown 
there is especially good. 


Saturday drive through 
the highlands, like the Sier- 
ras near Lake Tahoe and 
Donner, pines and weaving 
highways — and to the left 
on the horizon you often see 
the towering plumes of ac- 
tive volcanoes. 


Saturday night you must 
stay at the Mayan Inn. It is 
hard to describe the beauty 
of this place, set in the very 
center of eget an 3 
It is a jewel surrounded by 
cobbled streets and 
churches and shops. The 
Sunday market day begins 
to be set up in the night and 
you hear music and 
fireworks, This commercial 
and religious occasion is 
built in the streets around 
the two central Churches, 


Day dawns and you walk 
through a thronging market 
that is geared to foreigners 
and locals alike. Music, pro- 
cessions, ceremonial danc- 
ing parades through the 
heavily crowded streets. 
You can wander around to 
the pig market and watch 
the bargaining. You can go 
back to the bar in the Mayan 
Inn for a beer at midday. 
The Mayan Inn is a verti- 
able museum of beautiful 
wooden carved doors and 
balconies and flowers. Stone 
pots and statues are 
everywhere. Eachroom has 
a fireplace and fresh flow- 
ers. 


The next day, drive to 
Lake Atitlan and go out on 
the lake, stay at a lush hotel. 
The following day back to 
Guatemala City dor a rest 
and perhaps an evening on 
the town. The following day, 
go out to the airport for a 
trip on a small plane up to 
Tikal. The weather is warm 
and muggy there, and by all 
means take your bug spray. 
These ruins are extensive, 
beautiful and impressive. 
The walking and watching 
can make for a full day. 
Some tours end with a night 
there or in the city of Flores 
— then back the next day to 
Guatemala City. It is then 
you fly home and think, 
“Someday I'll go back again 
and REALLY have achance 
to see that wonderful coun- 
try!”

ORDINANCE NO. 79 - 01 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF AL- 
BANY AMENDING THE ALBANY CITY 
CODE, CHAPTER 28, ARTICLE |, 
SECTION 28.11. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AL- 
BANY DOES ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1: That Chapter 28, Article|, 
Section 28.11 is hereby amended to 
add the words, “It shall be the duty of 
the driver of any taxicab to accept asa 
Passenger any person who seeks to so 
use the taxicab, provided such person 
is not intoxicated and conducts him- 
self or herself in a normal manner.” 
Said section shall read as follows: 

Sec. 28.11. Exclusive right of oc- 

cupants. 

It shall be the duty of the driver 

of any taxicab to accept as a pas- 
senger any person who seeks to 
so use the taxicab, provided such 
person is not intoxicated and 
conducts himself or herself in a 
normal manner. When a taxicab 
or automobile for hire is engaged, 
the occupant engaging the same 
shall have the exclusive right to 
the full and free use of the pas- 
senger compartment and the 
whole thereof, and it shall be un- 
lawful for the owner or operator of 
the vehicle to solicit or carry addi- 
tional passengers therein. 

Section 2: This Ordinance shall be 
published once in the Albany Times, a 
newspaper of general circulation 
within the City of Albany, which said 
newspaper is designated for that pur- 
pose, and shall become effective on 
and after its final passage, adoption 
and publication.
